Is it gaining or is it 
losing? What are the 
“( prospects that its po- 
.£ tency in world affairs 
will increase? 

That is a very considerable ques- 
tion. In his speech at Kansas City 
President Coolidge said: “We 
want understanding, good will and 
friendly relations between ourselves 
and all other peoples. The first 
requisite for this purpose is a 
friendly attitude on our own part.” 

We are friendly to everybody so far 
as appears. We want most sincerely 
peace and prosperity everywhere in 
the world. We think that would be 
better for us as well as for the rest 
of mankind. “They tell us,” Mr. 
Coolidge said, “that we are not liked 
in Europe.” There is truth in that 
report. There seems to be in Europe 
something like an epidemic of dis- 
like of the United States. Even 
Mr. Coolidge’s Kansas City address 
was not favorably received there. 
He said that the reservations of the 
United States about entering the 
World Court would stand and that 
Europe would have to accept us with 
those reservations or else continue to 
leave us out. Europe was not much 
pleased with that nor yet with the

President’s suggestion that “our 
Government has steadily maintained 
the policy of the recognition and 
sanctity of international obliga- 
tions.” But at least Mr. Coolidge 
did not repudiate the war. He said 
that it had done us a lot of good, 
especially in that it had revealed to 
us “the unity of the spirit of our 
people.” He is for preparedness. 
He is for a reasonably strong mili- 
tary force, but he says every time 
a Liberty bond is retired, prepared- 
ness is increased. 








H E is right about paying off the 
debt. He is right about main- 
taining a proper military force in 
this country. “Our country has 
never sought,” he says, “to be a 
military power.” It does not now. 
But it may properly seek to be an 
efficient power for world peace. It 
is important that somebody not in- 
volved in the small racial or na- 
tionalistic animosities of the world 
in general should maintain a modest 
military force for use in any com- 
pelling crisis. Any visible use that 
the United States can have of 
army, navy and flying corps will be 
an international use of some kind. 
People are apt to say we will never 
send an army to Europe again. You 
cannot tell about that. We may have 
to. What is a good deal more cer- 
tain is that if ever the world is dis- 
turbed enough to constrain the 
United States to mobilize an army, 
the European war debts that are due 
us will go a-glimmering. 
We keep foot-loose; do not tie up 


to anything. Europe complains of 
that. Nevertheless on Armistice 
Day there came word of a meeting 
of representatives of Russia, Turkey, 
China, Afghanistan and Persia 
discuss the concerns of Asia with a 
view possibly, so rumor had it, to an 
Asiatic bloc. So far as Western 
Europe credits such a rumor as that 
she cannot go bare of arms. Neither 
should the United States neglect its 
military forces. If Asia ever moves 
with a power at all proportionate 
to its wealth and its population, 
the whole Caucasian world will have 
to look to its defenses.

IV EANWHILE if we could get 

on a little better terms with the 
rest 7 mankind it would be comfort- 
ing. Perhaps we could learn some- 
thing from sport. The papers have 
been full of an animated misunder- 
standing between WHarvard and 
Princeton over football. Perhaps it 
is natural for colleges to have some 
rival of whom they think with loath- 
ing and bitterness of spirit. But it 
makes one laugh. It is something 
that belongs to youth. 

The European countries have 
feelings very much like these inter- 
collegiate feelings. They seem to 
find it necessary to hate somebody. 
The one bond of sentiment in 
Europe just now seems to be dislike 
of the United States. That amiable 
country is in the position of the 
Negro who puts his head through 
the hole in the canvas at the fair for 
persons who pay to throw baseballs 
at him. Europe feels that she has paid 
to throw something at the American 
head and she uses her privilege. 

It is much better that we should 
be amused by Europe’s feelings 
towards us than that we should be 
disgruntled. It is a comparatively 
humble office to be a target, but any 
way so that we are useful to the 
world. In the present state of it, 
Mr. Coolidge says, “our responsi- 
bility for America is more grave 
than it ever was at any other time. 
The margin of safety in human 
affairs is never very broad, as we 
have seen from the experience of the 
last dozen years. If the American 
spirit fails, what hope has the 
world?” E. S. Martin.

(?hristmas Stuffing in the Stores 


I DON’T think I will go into any stores this holiday 


season. The’ storekeepers have crowded me out. 
They have made their emporiums practically impene- 
trable at Christmas time. 

Last December I went into Johnamaker’s and was in 
there for two weeks before the Red Cross got me out. I 
would have starved if I had 
not eaten tinsel. 

The _ storekeepers reason 
exactly backwards in regard 
to their holiday policy. They 
know that their stores will be 
crowded as at no other time in 
the year.

TAGE law remains entirely unaf- 

fected by statute law or by the 
great body of decisions handed down 
by the Supreme Court since it was 
first decreed by a playwright that a 
missing will produced in the last act 
proves itself without the testimony 
of the subscribing witnesses or the 
order of a surrogate. It is there- 
fore not surprising to learn from 
“The Ringer,” a highly entertaining 
and successful mystery play now 
running in London, that when the 
principal female character shot a 
man for insulting her in a “low” 
Seattle dance hall and escaped to 
Victoria, B. C., on the next boat, the 
United States was foiled in its at- 
tempt to extradite her by her mar- 
riage on board the boat to a British 
subject, no less a person than the 
Ringer himself. Any one who has 
journeyed from Seattle to Victoria 
will recognize that in so short a trip 
the Ringer must have exercised a great 
deal of ingenuity and quick decision 
in order to make the acquaintance of 
the lady, propose marriage, be ac- 
cepted, and find a clergyman, a ring 
and the usual witnesses, to say noth- 
ing of first gaining her confidence so 
that she disclosed her recent guilty 
past. All ends happily, however, for 
the average British audience knows 
as little of America as the average 
American audience knows of Eng- 
land, and is therefore inclined to 
swallow the playwright’s law with 
his geography. Very few English- 
men can say offhand whether Min- 
nesota is in Minneapolis or Minne- 
apolis in Minnesota, and a reading 
of Mr. Sinclair Lewis’s novels makes 
them glad of it.
